Carlton Brown was the son of the 


early settler, G. T. Brown, who died 
several years ago at Irwindale. He 
came to this valley with his parents 
from Los Banos, in the central part of 
the state, at the age of eight years. He 
was educated in the common schools of 
the valley, attended Los Angeles high 
school and the state normal school. 


For seven years he was passenger 


agent for the Southern Pacific at Cal- 
exico, afterwards becoming office man- 
ager for the C. & M. ranch, one of the 
gigantic American holdings on both 
sides of the border. He was a part of 
the early business life of Calexico, go- 
ing there in 1904, and was identified 
with that new country a greater part 
of the time up until his death.

ago,

Growers' Exchange, whose address before the Covina Men's 
Club is reported in this issue, laid stress on the value of creating 
a "preference buying" for a commodity. 


No person can dispute the fact that California oranges and 


lemons have come to a point where they are preferred by the 
, buying public. The profitable sale of eighty-three million dol- 
lars' worth of fruit in a depressed market, when other fruits 
and farm products were selling at a loss, shows the tremendous 
value of creating a preference buying market. The establish- 
ment of a standardized brand; the continuous advertising of 
that brand; the system of intelligent cooperation with the 
jobber and retailer—these things and other things combined 
have caused California fruits and nuts to be. preferred over 
other commodities. Of course the basis of success must always 
lie in the quality and in the desirability of a product. It. cannot 
be advertised or standardized and put'over to any extent 
unless it is basically desirable. The goods must be delivered 
as advertised or the advertising is useless. 


: 
Is it not very highly significant that California farmers and 


fruit raisers have succeeded in marketing their products profit- 
ably this year when every other product of the soil without any 
exception has been sold at a loss or not sold at all? Isn't it fur- 
ther a most remarkable fact that this has been done although 
the products traveled a maximum of three thousand miles and 


• with a hostile, handicapping freight rate? 


It has taken thirty years to bring cooperative marketing to 


the point of success it enjoys today in California. It has been 


.:'• done through the establishment of the smallunit in small com- 


munities, and through the combining of those units into a gen- 
eral system. It has been a process of slow education, the con- 
vincing of the rancher himself that the plan is wise and profit- 
able. There can be no real and lasting cooperation unless the 


• system begins with a fundamental understanding with the 


rancher. And when "the individual rancher is ready to cooper- 
ate there is no limit to the expansion of the cooperative struc- 


The lesson this year is very sharp, very distinctive, very 
tore.

Every town in the San Gabriel valley has progressed and 


prospered remarkably in the past five years. 


While practically every community, small and large, in the 


middle-west and east is experiencing reaction as an aftermath 
of the war, the citrus and walnut districts have escaped this 
depression because of the intelligent marketing cooperation. 
The result has been that money has flowed back into the San 
Gabriel valley communities, and has favorably affected the 
business of the towns of the valley. 


The small city stores have improved, increased their stocks, 


until it is pleasurable and. profitable to trade at home. If we 
could induce twenty-five per cent of the Christmas business 
that generally goes to the large cities to remain in the smaller 
towns of the valley, these towns would experience a phenom- 
enal trade this year. 


Do you realize that seventy per cent of the cancelled checks 


that return to local valley banks come from Los Angeles and 
the eastern states? In other words, do you realize that the 
small cities of the valley are doing business on thirty per cent 
of the money that is received for crop values in the valley? 
And in spite of this handicap the small places are growing 
larger, are prospering in a modest degree, and are improving 
store properties and stocks! 


The Covina chamber of commerce last week urged the 


people of the Covina city and valley to try "Home Stores 
First." If an article can be bought at a greatly-reduced figure 
in Los Angeles and is of the same quality of articles offered in 
the home towns, it is difficult to advocate that the customer buy 
the article at home. But in most instances it is not possible to 
buy cheaper in Los Angeles.

Then, if the trading can be accomplished 
at home fiere is an added advantage in keeping the money 
here, where it will build up the community and make property 
values more valuable. 
We can see no reason why this argument should not appeal 


to the property-owners of this valley. We offer the idea with 
the hope that it may in a large measure be acted upon.

N THE northern part of 
Europe' the ancient people 
kindied great fired to their 
gods, Odin and Thor,* and 
sacrifices of men and cattle 


were made. 
The ancient Goths and 


Saxons termed ihle festival or feast 
"Yule," and we still use the word 
"tuletld*" In our day. 
Among the 


Teutons this holiday season was cele- 
brated by decorating giant fir trees. 
The decorations- consisted of lights, 
nuts, balls, golden apples and animals. 
These were to symbolize flashes of 
lightning, moon, stars and aim, while 
the animals represented sacrifices. 


Christmas was not among the early 


festivals of the church. We find the 
first evidence of the feast from Egypt, 
according to the historians of the 
church, and December 25 was not the 
day on which It was universally cele- 
brated. It was not until the Fourth 
or Fifth centuries that the celebration 
of the festival on this day spread to 
the East. The Nativity was cele- 
brated December 25 at Rome before 
354, and at Constantinople, not prior 
to 3T9. 


As paganism began to be supplanted 


by Christianity, many of the old cusj 
tqms were taken and handed down 
through the generations. In the -Anglo- 
Saxon days of King Alfred the holi- 
day season began December 16 and 
closed January 6. When Puritanism 
arose In England the fate of Christ- 
mas was threatened for a time, and 
even extended to this country, since 
the Puritans brought along with them 
to New England a feeling. against the 
celebration of 'Christmas.' 


In 1643 the "Roundhead parlia- 


ment" in England put a bin on the 
observance of Christmas. The court 
of Massachusetts In 1659 followed 
England's example and Christmas was 
pat under a ban there. With the 
restoration of the English royalty the 
restoration of Christmas was brought 
about, and Massachusetts again fol- 
lowed England's example and In 1661 
the ban was lifted. From this time 
on Christmas has remained, and Is 
now celebrated throughout the entire 
civilized world.

nounces In a statement urging a wide 
spread Increase In membership at the 
Annual Roll Call, November il to 24. 


the present time National Head- 


quarters and the nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the Red Cross Is spend- 
ing approximately $10,000,000 annual 
ly for the relief of disabled ex-service 
men and their families, while the ag 
gregate receipts from last year's Roll 
Call were approximately $6,000,000. 


It Is In the 2,289 of the 3,600 Red 


Cross Chapters which still are helping 
solve the veteran's problem of adjust- 
ing himself to a normal civilian status 
that the greater part of the cost of this 
service Is borne. 
Of the total sum 


spent for veterans' relief last year. 
National Headquarters expended a to 
tal of more than $2,600,000, while the 
remaining disbursement of approxi- 
mately $7,000,000 represents the con 
trlbutlon of Chapters In this country- 
wide effort to assist the Government 
In providing the aid sorely needed by 
these men and their families. 


An Ever Expanding Problem 


That the problem of the disabled 


service man Is ever-expanding and 
probably will not reach the peak be- 
fore 1925, is the assertion of well-in- 
formed Government officials and that 
2,397 Red Cross Chapters regard it 
as their most Important work is evi- 
dence that the expansion la in nowise 
confined to a particular section but Is 
on the contrary, nation-wide. At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1921, 
there were 26,300 disabled service men 
In the 1,692 United States Public 
Health .Service,, Contract and Goyecn- 
-iiaent Hospitals and Soldiers Homes, 
and that nuinber Is Increasing at a 
rate of 1,000 a month. 
' 
' 


Thousands of these men receiving 


medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern- 
ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Red Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, acting as the 
disabled man's agent in claims against 
the Government, Informs the man as to 
the procedure necessary to go In for 
him that which Is provided him by 
Federal statute. His applications for 
compensation, medical treatment and 
training are properly filed with the aid 
of the Red Cross Chapter. 


Many Forms of Assistance 


If there is delay before the man's 


claim is acted upon, the Red Cross 
Chapter lends the man money to meet 
the Imperative needs of himself and 
his dependents. 


Most vital to the man's gaining full 


benefit from the Government's care is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the veteran's fam- 
ily from hardship of every kind and 
Informing him of Its welfare is an 
other province 'Of the Chapter. Free 
from fear on this score, the man's re- 
covery and advancement usually is 
rapid. 


Every month during the last year, 


the American Red Cross has given 
service of one kind or another to an 
average of 129,215 former service men 
and their families. 
An Indication of 


the extent of tlie faith reposed In the 
Red Cross Chapter is to be found In 
the fact that there were 356,544 re- 
quests for friendly aid In the solution 
of personal problems. 


448 Workers In Hospitals 


While the man prior to entering 


Government care deals largely with the 
Chapter, afterward he conies Into con- 
tact with the service provided by Na- 
tional Headquarters. There are 448 
Red Cross workers In the United 
States Public- Health Service and con- 
tract hospitals and other institutions 
in which these men are being cared 
for, whose duty Is to provide for hia 
recreation, help him with his compen- 
sation claims, keep him In touch with 
his family; In short, meeting his every 
need outside of that provided by the 
Government. 
While these are a few 


of the responsibilities of the National 
Organization, they are by no means 
all. 
Among other Red Cross accom- 


plishments for the year are: 


It handled 70,732 allotment and al- 


lowance claims. 


It delivered through its Chapter or- 


ganization (53,655 allotment checks to 
veterans who had moved from the ad- 
dresses furnished to the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance. 


It provided a special fund of $10,000 


for medical assistance to men under 
vocational training. 


It made 32,405 loans totaling $450.000 


to men taking vocational training, of 
which 85 per cent has been repaid.

850 DISASTER DEATH 


TOLL FOR ONE YEAR 


Red Cross Gives $1,871,000 Be- 


lief When ,65,000 Families 


Are Made Homeless. 


Forty-three disasters, resulting In 


the death In the United States of 850 
persons nnd the Injury of 2,600 called 
for emergency relief measvires and 
the expenditure of $1,871,000 by the 
American Red Cross during the fiscal 
year ending June 80, 1021, Bays an 
announcement baaed upon the forth- 
coming annual report of the Red Cross. 
These disasters caused property dam- 
age estimated at 130,000,000, affected 
sixty-seven communities and rendered 
65,000 families homeless. 


The year's disasters were of vary- 


ing types, Including several which pre- 
viously had never been thought of 
as / falling 
within 
that 
classifica- 


tion. 
The 
Red 
Cross 
furnished 


relief In seventeen flres of magnitude, 
five floods, seven tornadoes or cy- 
clones, one devastating storm, three 
explosions, Including the one In Wall 
streat; one building accident, twj 
typhoid epidemics, the most serious be- 
ing that at Salem, Ohio, which af- 
fected 9 per cent of the population; 
one smallpox epidemic, In the republic 
of Haiti; one train wreck, the race riot 
at Tulsa, Okla.; the famine In China, 
emergency relief in famine among the 
Indians of Alaska, the grasshopper 
plague in North Dakota and an earth- 
quake In Italy. 


Pueblo Most Serious 


By far the most severe of the dis- 


asters In the United States during the 
period covered by the Red Cross re- 
port was the Pueblo flood early In 
June, 1921. The rehabilitation prob- 
lem confronting the Red Cross In 
Puetolo was one of the most difficult 
In recent years. When the first news 
of the horror was flashed throughout 
the country, the American Red Cross 
National Headquarters responded with 
a grant of $105,000 for relief work. 
Governor Shoup of Colorado, appre- 
ciating the long and successful experi- 
ence of the Red Cross in organizing 
disaster relief work, placed the en- 
tire responsibility for the administra- 
tion of relief In its hands. 


In response to appeals from Presi- 


dent Harding, Governor Shoup nnd 
other governors of western states and 
through local chapters of the Red 
Cross and other community organiza- 
tions, public-spirited citizens brought 
the total contributed for Pueblo's re- 
habilitation to more than $325,000. 


The terrible havoc wrought by the 


flood waters Is a matter of record. 
More than 2,300 homes were affected 
and 7j?.51 persons were left homeless. 
Estimates of $500,000 as an absolute 
minimum for rehabilitation were made 
by Red Cross officials In charge of tb*> 
relief work. 


Fast Work in Wall Street 


The Wall street explosion was nota- 


ble In that relief workers of the Red 
Cross were on the scene twenty min- 
utes after the disaster occurred. The 
race riot at Tulsa also was unique in 
disaster relief nnnals in that outside 
of a small emergency relief fund con- 
tributed by the Red Cross, the only 
relief measures outside the city con- 
sisted of the service of social work- 
ers, nurses and a trained executive 
whose object was to assist local forces 
in directing their own efforts. 


In decided contrast with the pre- 


vious year, only one tornado assumed 
the proportions of a major disaster. 
This occurred on April 15, In the bor- 
der sections of Texas and Arkansas 
with the city of Texarkana as the 
center. The significant feature of this 
disaster relief work was the fact that 
It covered so much rural territory as 
to make necessary a large number of 
relief workers. 


The famine In China, necessitating 


relief expenditures totalling more than 
$1,000,000 by the American Red Cross 
was by far the moat serious of the 
foreign disasters In which the Red 
Cross gave aid. 


Builds Up Its Machinery 


In connection with the administra- 


tion of disaster relief measures, an In- 
creasing effectiveness on the part • of 
the Red Cross to deal with emergen- 
cies was manifested during the past 
year. In 328 Chapters of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross there have been formed 
special committees to survey the re- 
sources of their respective communi- 
ties and to be prepared In case of 
disaster. In others of the 3,402 active 
Chapters, a network of communication 
has been formed through which instan- 
taneous relief may be dispatched to 
any part of the United States. 


That Its work In this field may be 


continued with ever greater effective- 
ness, the American Red Cross is ap- 
pealing for widespread renewal of 
membership during its Annual Roll 
Call, to be conducted this year from 
November 11 to 24.

Formation of a $2,000,000 steam- 


ship company .to operate six refriger- 
ator ships between Los Angeles and 
Atlantic ports has been almost com- 
pleted by the water transportation 
committee of the 
California Fruit 


Growers' Exchange, it became known 
yesterday. Final arrangements which 
will lead to operation of the ships 
within a couple of months are expect- 
ed to be completed within the next 
two weeks, it was indicated Wed- 
nesday. 
Los Angeles -will be the home office 


for the company, which will have 
traffic agents along the Pacific 
and 


Atlantic coasts. Eastbound cargoes 
are expected to be furnished most by 
the citrus growers and 
westbound 


shipments will be sought in competi- 
tion with existing companies. 


C. S. Whltcomb, vice-president of 


the exchange and chairman of 
the 


water transportation committee, btat- 
ed Wednesday that he expected the 
line will begin operation in the near 
future and that all financial arrange- 
ments had been arranged to a point 
v;tere articles of incorporation are 
ready for filing with 20,000 shares of 
stock at a par value of $100 pledged 
among the citrus growers of South- 
ern California. 


Means Much for Port 


Dockage facilities are to be secur- 


ed in New York, Boston and Phila- 
delphia in the East and 'extensive im- 
provements are planned at Los An- 
geles Harbor by the company. 


"We are asking nothing of Los 


Angeles," said Mr. Whitcomb, "ex- 
cept that it will let us have at a 
nominal rental sufficient deep-water 
frontage for ua to erect our pre-cool- 


ing plant there and construct docks 
at which several large ships can load 
or unload." 


It was also explained that the Oak- 


land chamber of commerce, which 
had learned of the proposed com- 
pany, had offered water frontage free 
of cost if the company would make 
the bay city the main port for load-; 
ing the citrus fruits. 


The incorporation articles are for 


the Producers' Steamship Company, 
and the plan provides that 
citrus 


growers of 
Southern 
California 


should enter into contracts to 
ship 


2,000,000 boxes or 5000 carloads an- 
nually. 
These shipments have been 


assured, it is stated, and the pledg- 
ing of the finances followed. 


The $2,000,000 pledged will be 


used for the erection of the pre-cool- 
ing plant and dockage facilities 
at 


Los Angeles Harbor, trucking equip- 
ment, chartering of the six ships from 
the government, and the securing of 
adequate docking and storage facil- 
ities in Boston, Philadelphia and New 
York.

the company, are: Chairman Whit- 
comb, A. E. Bennett and R. H. Wilk- 
inson.

door of the packing-house, transport 
it to San Pedro, place It in a pre-cool- 
ing plant at the dock and hold it in 
cold storage aboard ship until un- 
loaded at the eastern market. 


"The 
pre-cooling plant 
at San 


Pedro will have -a capacity for about 
200 cars," he continued, "and every 
modern mechanical device for han- 
dling the fruit rapidly from dock to 
ship will be installed." 


Apples Important 


Crop In El Monte 


By P. J. COONEY 


When one mentions California- 


grown apples, the 
mind naturally 


travels to the slopes .and valleys of 
the foothills, where the higher alti- 
tude, cool nights and earlier autumn 
frost are believed to have much to 
do in contributing to the excellence 
of the fruit. 
It is not 
generally 


known that well within the coast 
climate, less than a dozen miles from 
Los Angeles, a new apple-growing 
district is coming to the front and 
commanding attention on account of 
the excellence of its product as well 
as the increasing acreage devoted to 
it. 
Last year the district about El 


Monte, Los Angeles county, produc- 
ed over 1000 tons or 55,000 boxes of 
apples, all of which found a ready 
market in Southern California. 


For many varieties of apples the 


cold weather of the higher altitudes 
is probably necessary,, but the grow- 
ers of the El Monte district* have 
shown that there are some varieties 
that will grow successfully and bear 
profitably in the coast climate. First 
among these are the Winter Pear- 
main, which in amount of acreage 


probably exceeds all the other var- 
ieties combined. 
Missouri Pippins 


and Arkansas Beauties also do well. 
So does the Winter Banana apple. 
The Newton Pippin, which is the fav- 
orite in- the 
Watsonville 
district, 


grows fairly well, but the Belleflow- 
er, experience has shown, does not 
prosper. 


Possibly the character of the soil 


of the region has had something to 
'do with the good results attained. 
Within the memory of men still liv- 
ing, the area which includes most cf 
the apple orchards was a low swale 
formed by the meandering of the 
San Gabriel River. 
It was covered 


for the most part with tules 
and 


pools of standing water, and was at 
one time a part of the "Lucky" Bald- 
win estate. 
After its first subdivi- 


sion the land was drained. It was 
found on cultivation to have a "peat" 
formation under the surface, which 
has to a great extent been broken up 
as the cultivation of the land has 
progressed, and has now taken its 
place as organic matter in the soil. 
On this low lying stretch lying along 
both sides of the San Gabriel River, 
the apple is beginning to rival the 
walnut in importance. The "cold" 
well-watered soil, streaked here and 
there with sand formations, the many 
ocean fogs, interspersed with days of 
brilliant sunshine, have proven suit- 
able to several varieties of apples.

With a report to the stockholders by 


Secretary C. E. Crawford, and other re- 
ports that arc usually read at this 
time of year, the annual meeting of the 
Covina Orange Growers' Association 
will

morning at the packinghouse. 


The session will be held only in the 


morning, and one speaker will be heard, 
Assistant Manager Caul of the Fruit 
Growers' Supply company, who will 
talk on the improvements and exten- 
sions of the box shook plant at Lassen, 
and who will outline the supply situa- 
tion for the coming year. Later in the 
year it is expected that the Covina 
Fruit Exchange will exhibit moving pic- 
tun-s of the Lassun plant at the local 
theater, when the supply company offi-. 
eials will appear and explain the meth- 
ods of this great subsidiary organiza- 
tion. 


Secretary Crawford's summary as 


Contained in his report shows that the 
Covina Orange Growers' Association, 
aliirh is oiif of thi_> three local associa- 
tions packing fruit through the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, has 
shipped a total of 39ii cars the past 
year, bringing a total of 1300,502.50 to 
the grower, or an average for all fruit 
of ,*i.(il!2 per packed box. 
Of this amount the association shipped 
213 cars of navels of 4t>2 boxes to the 
car, or 9S.407 boxes, bringing $110,678.- 
95, or an average of $1.124 per box. 


There were three cars of miscellan- 


eous fruit, or_ 1,505 boxes, bringing 
$817.20, or ail average of $.543 per 
packed box. 


There were 170 cars of Yalencias, 


bringing ,$189,000.41, or an average of 
.*2.;ii!S per box. 


Secretary Crawford reported that the 


navels produced 32 per cent of small 
sizes and twelve per cent of culls, the 
greater percentage of which was too 
small to ship and were sold locally at a 
price netting the growers' 35 cents per 
iield box. 


The navel picking cost 8.2 cents per 


field box, only a slight increase over the 
previous year, in spite of the fact that 
nearly 40 per cent of the total navel 
pickings were smaft off-sizes as against 
only four per cent small off-sizes the 
previous year. This year's crop showed 
the greatest percentage of small off- 
sizes ever produced, the secretary re- 
ported. 


The Valencia oranges showed small 


ofT-siy.i.-.s io Hie amount of 40 per cent, 
with seven per cent in culls. A large 
percentage of these, as in the case of 
the navels, were too small to ship pro- 
fitably. The Valencia picking cost 8.1 
cents per field box as against 8.7 cents 
in 1920. 


Estimates made through the growers 


are to the effect that there is a very 
good crop of navels and that they will 
be of c'xcellent marketing condition.

Land Office to 


Adopt One Car 


"A long series of practical tests, in 


which cars of almost every make and 
description 
were 
used, brought 
the 


United States General Land Office face 
to face with facts that left room for 
only one decision. That decision was to 
standardize on Dodge Brothers motor 
cars," said John A. AVood, Dodge deal- 
er, in an interview this week. 
The land office already has 34 Dodge 
Brothers cars in operation, having be- 
gun this standardization a number of 
months ago. Seventeen of the 34 are 
business cars and the others are special 
jobs used for heavir hauling. In the 
future, however, to quote from a letter 
written by Frank M. Johnson, supervis- 
or of surveys, "the tendency will be to- 
ward the purchase of the light capacity 
(one-half ton) business car." 


Mr. Johnson relates an interesting 


story of the transportation problems 
encountered by the land office. He ia 
head of the field work for the land 
office, which is a division of the De- 
partment of Interior, and his territory 
covers the entire United States. There 
are 13 branch offices, most of them in 
the west, as the chief duty of the office 
is the surveying of public lands. Today 
most of the work takes the surveyors 
into the roughest and most sparsely 
settled sections, principally deserts and 
mountains. Originally they used wag- 
ons and four-mule teams, but as these 
become incapacitated they are supplant- 
ed by motor equipment. And as the pres- 
ent motor equipment ceases to give sat- 
isfactory service, it is being supplanted 
by Dodge Brothers cars. As the work 
progresses the territories visited by the 
surveyors becomes rougher and it is 
necessary to abandon the heavy equip- 
ment in favor of the light but power- 
ful and thoroughly reliable cars. 


"It 
is impossible to estimate the 


enormous saving that has been effected 
by changing our equipment and putting 
the chief burden of transportation on 
the soreen-side business car," said Mr. 
Johnson, "but I can give one illustra- 
tion which is typical. 


A double outfit, which consists- of 14 


or 16 men, completed their work about 
15 miles out of Glenrock, Wyoming, at 
3:30 one afternoon; they went to Glen- 
rock, transacted some businiess before 
6 o 'clock, piled into their two Dodge 
Brothers business Bars and spent t*io 
night in Wheatland, Wyoming, 39 miles 
from Glenrock. 
The next day they 


came from Wheatland into Denver for 
a new assignment. 
The distance from 


Wheatland to Denver is 194 miles. The 
14 men were surveyors, assistants and 
supply men. 'i'he technical men, of 
course, draw good salaries. In the old 
days it would have taken four-mile 
teams at least four days to make the 
same trip. Considering the fact that 
salaries and meals do not stop for such 
delays, not io speak of the loss of pro- 
duction, it is apparent that the govern- 
ment has made a wiae decision.

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SAN DIM AS CANYON DAM NEARS 


COMPLETION—MAY BE RAISED 


Like all good engineers, the men—in 


charge of building the great dam in the 
San Dimas canyon are cautious as to 
wha;, they .predict. 


A knowing smile and a shrug of the 


shoulders may be interpreted in a hun- 
dred different ways, and these forms of 
expression cannot be transferred to pa- 
per. 
They wave a hand toward the 


dam, and ask you to see for yourself. 
But privately, you get the impression 
that all is going very well indeed with 
the dam. 


I met State Engineer MeClure up at 


the dam a few days ago, and chased him 
down a series of ladders into the 
yawning chasm that is to be plugged 
•with concrete. It gives anyone a con- 
fidence that a man knows his business

you see him skinning up and

gorge. I followed him part of the way, 
and- then couldn't decide whether I 
hated to go ahead worse than I dreaded 
to go back.

The present power 
line to the dam, which was eree'ted by 
Bent Brothers, the contractors, will be 
taken over by the flood control district 
when the dam is accepted, and will be 
used for lifting the gates and for other 
purposes. .The width of the spillway 
on the top of the dam is thirty feet 
and eight feet in depth. It will be con- 
tinued to the bottom of the canyon in 
reinforced concrete. 


According to the calculations made 


by Chief Engineer J, W. Reagan, the 
storage capacity of the dam when com- 
pleted will b'e a little more than 3,000 
acre feet, while the watershed tribu- 
taries to the dam comprise a little 
more than 9,000 acres. Mr. Reagan says 
that the dam will take care of an eight- 
inch runoff from any storm. In this 
section a storm with a fall of eight 
inches will furnish a four-inch runoff, 
Mr. Reagan says.

In addition to this precaution, the old 
tunnel, which runs under the dam, has 
been bulk-headed with concrete, and a 
twelve-inch pipe and gate have been 
placed to meet any legal requirements. 


The dam at bedrock in its thickest 


place is ninety-nine feet, and the 
heighth above bedrock at this place 
will be about 130 fgiet. But in a con- 
versation which I had -with Supervisor 
Cogswell this week, he says that he is 
going to advocate that the dam be 
continued up another ten feet. Ho be- 
lieves that it will be well worth while 
to add this ten feet. It is of course a 
fact, that the last ten feet will conserve 


more -water than all the rest of the' 
dam below it, as the area increases at a 
remendous ratio the higher the dam is ' 
auilt. It is probable that Supervisor 
Cogswell will put this through. He is 
ntcnsely interested in the success of 
:hc project from the irrigation and con- 
servation standpoint, and knows the 
value of water far better than perhaps 
others who have had the supervision of 
the dam from a purely technical' stand- 
point. 


•FOUND GOOD BEDROCK 


Engineer Reagan snys that the foun- 


dation of the dam is excellent. The 
formation at the bottom of the canyon 
was found to be that of erosion instead 
of fissures. The canyon was worn 
down by prehistoric, glacial drift, car- 
rying gravel, sand, rock and boulders, 
and was not pushed up and cracked by 
internal pressure. This leads the engi- 
neer to believe thai this will be a 
splendid holding dam. 


I know of no more interesting sight 


in our valley than that of the construc- 
tion of this dam. Anyone can drive to 
the top of it in an automobile at the 
present time, and over a fairly-good 
canyon road. The county has establish- 
ed a work-camp of prisoners in the 
canyon,.and is busy putting this camp 
in shape, and will work the men op the 
canyon road. In a short time it will be 
in excellent shape, but is not a bad 
road at the present time. It would be 
well to avoid it in wet weather. 


WHAT IT MEANS 


When the dam is in operation the 


first result from it will be the removal 
of the danger of floods to the San 
Dimas, Charter Oak, Covina and Irwin- 
dale districts. The San Dimas wash 
moves in a diagonal and meandering 
course from northeast to southwest, and 
joins other washes, finally emptying in 
a general way into the San Gabriel 
river. The washes come to a sort of a 
no-thoroughfare north of Irwindale. 


In past years the wash, has gouged 


out hundreds of acres of fine orange 
groves, widening as the floods increas- 
ed, clogging with debris from the 
mountains and changing its course, un- 
til it has taken away more value in 
one storm than would have built two 
dams of the size now under construc- 
tion. 
' 


• There is probably no doubt but that 
the dam will arrest the peak of the 
floods. The wash will always run heavy 
with water from the valley runoff below 
the dam and across the valley, but the 
damaging water from the mountains 
will not be added. 


Charter Oak Growers 
Annual Meeting Today 


The Charter Oak Citrus Association 


shipped a total of 448,299 boxes of fruit 
during the shipping season ending on 
October 31 of this year, or 690 cars of 
400 boxes each. 


The annual reports of Secretary K. H. 


Middleton, Manager Win. Hoogendyk 
and others are to be read today at the 
animal -meeting in the packinghouse, 
when the session of stockholders -will* 
be held in the morning, followed by a 
luncheon served by the Charter Oak 
Thimble Club, and talks by Vice-Presi- 
dent C. 8. Whitcomb of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, Sales Man- 
ager Dana King of that organization, 
and President E. T. Cassel of the Or- 
ange Products Company will be heard 
in the afternoon. 


There were 140,195 packed boxes of 


navels shipped, bringing to the growers 
$205,980.74, or an average of $1.4693 
per packed box. 
' Valencias shipped amounted to 114,- 
530 packed boxes, bringing to the grow- 
er $294,638.38, or an average per packed 
box of $2.573. 


The total amount paid to growers for 


all varieties was $582,816.93, or an aver- 
age of $2.111 per packed box on all 
fruit shipped. 
In addition to this 


amount the association has paid the 
growers for culls and for refunds, $12,- 
564.37. 


In reporting the packing costs for the 


coming season, the board of directors 
recommends in the report that the costs 
be deducted on a basis of sixty cents 
per packed box instead of seventy-five, 
Cents, on account of the fact that pack-' 
ing material, such as boxes, paper and 
other items have been reduced in cost. 


The secretary states that the hand- 


ling of the crop this year has been 
difficult, owing to the- very large amount 
of small sizes, and the great number of 
oranges injured by the tortrix 'worm, 
the injuries causing a greater amount 
of culls than was the case last year.

Over the main entrance loomed 
a triumphal arch, and from its summit flew the colors of the 
generalissimo of the Allied Armies—a proud flag with seven 
gold stars on a red field.

M a r s h a 1 Ferdinand 
Foch 
suggested

idealist as much as the 
man of action. Yet the 
crowd remembered that 
a few short months ago. this man had held the fate of nations 
in his palm—and was not found wanting. 


Accompanied by French and American officers, the Detroit 


committee of welcome, and Dodge Brothers executives, the 
Marshal was ushered into the office of Mr. F. J. Haynes, presi- 
dent and general manager.

It was apparent.at every stage of the reception and inspec- 


tion that Marshal Foch was intensely pleased and interested. 
Presented with a specially bound booklet relating the story of 
Dodge Brothers ordnance plant, copies of which were also pro- 
vided for the other members of his party, the Marshal express- 
ed his own gratitude and that of France for the great help 
which Dodge Brothers gave the Allies during the war.

Cooperative Marketing Saves 


California From Depression 


Eastern farmors and business men 


cannot understand tho reasons for the 
E 


rospcrity of the California agricultur- 
sts in 1921, at a time when great losses 


have been taken by the farmers of the 
ast and middle-west, and Californians 
cannot realize te extent of the depres- 
sion outside of this state, said G. Har- 
old Powell, general manager of the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange, in 
a speech before the Covina Men's club 
on Tuesday evening of last week. 


There has been an almost, complete 


breakdown in marketing during the 
past year, Mr. Powell said. This applies 
to every part of the United States, in- 
cluding the marketing of many crops 
in California, but bears with it a most 
significant lesson, in that te organized 
farmers and fruit-raisers nf California 
have been the only tillers of the soil to 
escape this, profound depression, and 
not only have escaped, but have just 
completed one of the most prosperous 
years in the history of horticulture in 
California. 


All foodstuffs ha.ve been marketed at 


a loss with the exception of citrus 
fruits, walnuts, raisins, prunes, and 
'other California crops that are sold on 
the cooperative plan, he said. The out- 
put of California foodstuffs has been 
greater than the s;-.le: there are enor- 
mous 
carry-overs i:. cereals, which 


means the r'ar.ti'ig of lesser acreages 
the eoiv.ir.s; year.

the financial world. There was a very 
low buying power in the world. The 
result of the sacrificing of te staple 
crops this year will mean a sharp cur- 
tailing of the acreage this coming year, 
and a consequent shortage in the 
world's supply of foodstuffs, Mr. Powell 
pointed out. 


COOPERATION EXEMPT 


But it is a tremendously-significant 


fact that, in spite of these conditions, 
the cooperative farmers and fruit-rais- 
ers of California were able to sell in 
this unfavorable market at a profit, and 
to dispose of, as in the case of citrus 
fruits, the greatest crop in the, history 
of the industry. When cereals and live- 
stock sold at a price, far below the cost 
of production, the citrus growers and 
five or six other organized farm indus- 
tries of California, sold at a margin of 
profit. It is further a significant fact 
that the only farm industries success- 
fully combating this unfavorable mar- 
ket were all in California, and were all 
of the cooperative group. It is remark- 
aide also to remember that these Cali- 
fornia industries are at the extreme 
point of distance from the great mar- 
kets of the country, and marketed 
their products with the maximum long 
haul and with high freight rates. 


DEMORALIZED EAST 


Xo farmer or business man of Cali- 


fornia can understand the very serious 
economic conditions of the east, Mr. 
Powell said. Surrounded here with the 
comforts that have come from a suc- 
cessful season, it is difficult to visualize 
the great soup-lines of the big eastern 


the entire crop was sold in five, ten, 
and twenty-bag lots, according to the- 
daily requirements of the trade. 
Why did we sell sixty thousand carloads 
of citrus fruits in 1921 when it might 
be considered that the people would 
consume far less fruit than in normal 
years? the speaker queried. In spite of 
the splendid cooperative selling organi- 
zation this could not have been done if 
it had not been for tho advertising 
campaign, not only of this year, but of 
past years, he said. The citrus industry, 


tho buying power of the United States 
is gradually incrasing. The return to 
normal is very slow. He quoted railroad 
figures to sliow that the net return of 
the carriers is gradually increasing. In 
the banking business the number of re- 
discounts is decreasing, showing that 
the renewal of notes is falling off. Men 
who are borrowing are meeting and li- 
quidating obligations faster than was 
the case a few months ago. What in 
more significant is the fact that savings 
banks are drawing less on their re-

Credit;- in largo quantities arid over 
Mihtainf-d periods were not available to 
te jobbers. It became a hand-to-mouth, 
day-to-day method of 
financing.

Bankers and 
laborers alike in California have failed 
TO understand that this situation exists, 
In- said. Tho distress of the farmers in 
the middle-west has by no means been 
over-portrayed to us out her, he said. 
Conversely, the farmers of the middle- 
west and east, together with bankers 
and business men, have no conception 
of how it happened that California es- 
caped the effects of the great depres- 
sion. 


It was not mere chance or accident 


that caused us to go into that demoral- 
ized market and win a profit in the 
face of conditions, Mr. Powell asserted. 
It was due to the great cooperative sys- 
tem that, in the case of citrus growers, 
has been built up carefully, step by 
step, for the past thirty years. The 
standardized product is always most 
easily marketed. The California crops 
that depended upon the old Fpec-.ihitivp 
method of financing the moving of 
their crops failed to do so in common 
with the rest of the country, he said. 
Only those cooperative systems that, 
had their own selling agencies, built 
up carefully over a period of years, 
were able to move the crop, and to move 
it at a profit. Mr. Powell intimated 
tlint it would have been a triumph to 
have sold the California products with- 
out sustaining a loss this year, to have 
"broke even." But, a substantial pro- 
fit 
was 
received. 
The 
citrus crop 


brought back more money to the state 
this year than ever before in history. 


TOO MUCH FOR BANKS 


This eighty-throe-niillion-dollar crop 


of citrus fruits could not have been 
moved forward by depending upon the 
credit system from bankers, he said. It 
was the cooperation of fifteen thousand 
growers that saved the situation. 


PRAISES WALNUT HANDLING 
The marketing of the walnut crop 


under the cooperative system was one 
of the most brilliant campaigns ever 
conceived in the history of California 
marketing, Mr. Powell asserted. At a 
time when the jobbers could not get 
the capital with which to buv in lar^e 
lots, and when the retail trale was 
confronted with the financial necessity 
of buying from day to day on short- 
time bank credits, the California Wal- 
| riut Growers' Association established 


I warehouses in all the principal cities 
| and zones, and instead of attempting 
: to force out the product in large lots, 


through advertising, created what he 
termed "preferred buying," causing 
the great crops to be moved in spite of 
the subnormal buying conditions. The 
speaker 
explained 
"preference 
buy- 


ing" as that condition where the con^ 
surncr, although low in funds, has a 
small amount of money tat he will in- 
vest in fruit Qr nuts or in something 
not actually necessary to sustain life 
for his family. The great advertising 
campaigns made it possible to sell Cali- 
fornia produce by causing a preference 
for it in the mind of the consumer. The 
speaker alluded to the magazine and 
newspaper advertising and the "deal- 
er's service advertising," which is the 
method of accompanying fruit with 
beautiful illustrated cardboard adver- 
tising decorations for tho displays in 
stores and other methods of making^ tho 
display attractive. 


WAR CAMPAIGN AIDS 


Mr. Powell pointed out that the cam- 


paigns carried on by the government 
during the war to educate the people 
to cat mor fruits and vegetables had 
been of nicalculable aid to the fruit- 
growers of this state. It was not possi- 
ble to ship perishables in any quantity 
to Europe during the war. It was nec- 
essary to cut down the domestic con- 
sumption of cereals and staples. 
Tho 


government taught hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans to eat more fruit, 
more vegetables, and the habit has car- 
ried over to the present year. This has 
materially aided in the consumption in- 
crease. 


The combination of all the methods 


employed by the cooperative concerns 
has brought success in the face of a 
seemingly-impending disaster, he said. 
The success of the California raisers 
has been the wonder of the entire 
country. Mr. Powell said that he had 
recently returned from two months 
spent in the east and middle-west. He 
had been called to the nation's capital 
by one of the executive departments, 
where he was asked to address a gath- 
ering of several hundred departmental 
heads, who were interested in the phe- 
nomenal 
success of 
the 
California 


heads of cooperative concerns. 
The 


| president spent several hours inquiring 


i into California cooperative methods. 
! Foreign governments were constantly 


j sending representatives to California to 


I study this cooperative method. Not a 
day goes by but that foreign agents 
are in consultation with Exchange de- 
partments in Los Angeles. 


STATE IS ENRICHED 


The return to the state for citrus 


fruits this year has boon eighty-three 
millions, Mr. Powell said. This fruit 
cost the wholesale trade one hundred 
and eighty-three millions. Forty-four 
and a half millions went into freight. 
The retailer paid about twelve per cent 
more than the wholesaler, or about one 
hundred and forty-five millions. 
The 


consumer paid about two hundred and 
three millions. 


The lowest gross margins of any crop 


have pertained to this industry, he said. 
All perishable fruits arc usually sold on 
a fifty per cent margin, owing to the 
rapidity in loss from spoiling. But the 
citrus fruits of California had been 
turned over on a margin of twenty-six 
per cent. The Exchange, handling sev- 
enty-throe per cent of the citrus fruits 
of the state, turned the fruit over to tho 
wholesale trade at a marketing cost of 
two and twenty-five hundredths of the 
f. o. b. value of the product. The c,ost 
when advertising was included was two 
and thirty-two hundredths of the de- 
livered value of the product. In com- 
parison with these figures it costs other 
crops from ten to twenty per cent. 


In dealing with three thousand deal- 


ers, the Exchange, handling sixty-three 


getting onto a sounder basis. Steel and 
ron industries, which have, been oper- 
ating on a basis of twenty-five per cent 
of normal output, have increased to 
thirty-three per cent. Furniture factor- 
ies in. the middle-west that have been 
closed down for months are now open- 
ing on partial time. Textile mills that 
have been closed are experiencing a re- 
vival. There has been a great revival 
in the cotton industry. New England 
mills lire now producing at a greatly 
increased ratio. 


While 1922 will be another year of 


low buying power, its ability to buy 
will be greater than 1921, he predicted. 


GREATEST CHOP COMING 


The greatest crop in the history of 


the citrus industry is to be marketed 
this coming year, barring climatic dis- 
aster, he said. The estimate is that of 
seventy-five thousand cars of _citrus 
fruits from this state. The Valencia 
acreage has reached the amount of the 
navel acreage, and will increase, while 
th navel acreage will remain static. 


The tariff situation is dead for the 


present, the speaker said. It has run 
into a peculiar impasse, inasmuch as the 
old champions of a protective tariff are 
lukewarm, and even hostile, while the 
new champions are confronted by lack 
of sympathy with the high tariff pre- 
mise. The textile trade in Now England 
has always been a bulwark of high 
tariff, but this year and last year that 
industry has been confronted with the 
necessity for marketing abroad with a 
production far greater than the con- 
sumption. 
These industries 
wish 
to 


build up an exchange of commodities 
with the old world. They figure that a 
high tariff will tend to curtail the ship- 
ment of old world commodities to this 
country. Bankers -in the east who are 
carrying immense credits against the 
old world want the flow of trade with 
the old world to be stimulated. They 
are not favorable to high tariffs for 
this reason. Contrary to past conditions 
the south of the United States, always 
for low tariffs, is now in a strong trend 
toward high tariffs, as that territory is 
becbming a formidable manufacturing 
territory. The Pacific states are cham- 
pions of a high tariff. In arguing for 
high tariffs the California representa- 
tives have run "head on" into a re- 
versal of arguments and sympathies, 
Mr. Powell said. 


But the California citrus grower is 


protected for the present by the emer- 
gency tariff bill, which protects the raw 
fruits. This bill has been extended in 
operation, and will be extended again. 
There will bo no permanent tariff legis- 
lation before next spring. 


The California grower is confronted 


by a situation of freight rates wherein 
a reduction is difficult, owing to a de- 
cided feeling on the part of carriers 
that all shippers who have been able 
to 
market 
their 
products 
without 


standing a loss, or "breaking even," 
should stand for the prevailing rates in 
order to aid in the reconstruction. In 
"other words, the successful shipper is 
penalized in order to make up for the 
deficits of the unsuccessful shipper. 


There are three hundred 
thousand 


acres of new deciduous fruits 
now 


planted in this state, Mr. Powell said, 
which will come in competition with 
citrus fruits. He added that the pro- 
ductivity of this state is sufficient to 
sustain an hundred million people, or a 
arger population 
than France and 


Spain combined. 


million dollars for the growers, met a 
total loss from failures of dealers and 
other reasons of three thousand five 
hundred dollars, or three five-hundredths 
of one per cent. In fourteen years of 
Exchange marketing the growers have 
lost but twelve thousand, five hundred 
dollars from failure to collect from 
dealers. The basic reason for the re- 
markably low figures in losses is that 
the Exchange has always 
thoroughly 


cooperated with all dealers. 
The Ex- 


change has studied the problems of the 
dealer, adapted the selling system to the 
needs of the dealer, has aided him very 
materially in advertising and placing 
the fruit, making it possible for him to 
make quick turnovers and consequently 
safe margins in profits. 


Mr. Powell paid a tribute to 
the 


average honesty of the dealers of the 


' United States. There is no method of 


I preventing a dealer from beating his 


j bill if he is that kind of a dealer, he 
said. The only real security the Ex- 
change or any concern has 'in dealing 
with them is the fact that the dealer 
does business in an honest manner. The 
Exchange 
has 
been 
systematically 


building up an asset of good will towarc 
California products, and this is bring- 
ing results in an increasing ratio each 
vcar, he said. 
. 


ANOTHER SUBNORMAL YEAR 
Mr. Powell predicted that there will 


be another year of low buying power in 
the 
United States. 
The California 


growers must intensify their selling 
campaigns, he asserted. They must cap- 
italize the work of past years in J;ho 
sustaining of the good will, the prefer- 
ence buying, and must continue to ad- 
vertise in every way possible to keep 
tho products a preference on the mar- 
ket. 


Until prices of all kinds approach a 


comparable price-level in the United 
States and the world, the markets will 
continue to be subnormal, he said. This 
was his prediction for 1922. There can 
be no economic readjustment until the 
products of the farmers of the middle- 
west and east are brought gradually up 
to a level where their buying power is 
increased. He quoted figures to show 
that at the present price of corn the 
middle-western farmer must take the 
corn from two items in order to pur- 
chase a box of Valencia oranges. An 
acre of wheat is equivalent to the price 
of a box of Valencia*-, he said. 


The speaker asserted, however, that

Shipping By Water 


Accomplished Fact 


In an address which he will deliver 


today before the stockholders of the 
Charter Oak Citrus Association in an- 
nual session, C. S. Whiteomb, vice-presi- 
dent of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, is expected to make the state- 
ment that the work of organizing the 
Producers' Steamship Company has been 
practically completed. 
This two-million-dollar concern, form- 


ed to operate six refrigerator ships from 
the Pacific to Atlantic ports, has been 
financed by the growers of citrus fruits, 
and will be in operation within two 
months, it is declared. Articles of in- 
corporation are prepared for filing, with 
twenty thousand shares of stock at a 
par value of one 
hundred 
dollars, 


pledged by the citrus growers. 


The home office of the company will 


be in Los Angeles. 


Dockage facilities are to be secured 


in New. York, Boston and Philadelphia 
in the east and extensive improvements 
are planned at Los Angeles harbor by 
the company. 
'' We are asking nothing of the city, 


said Mr, Whiteomb, "except that it 
will let us have at a nominal rental suffi- 
cient deep-water frontage for us to erect 
our precooling plant there and construct 
docks at which several large ships can 
load and unload." 
The incorporation articles, are for the 


Producers' Steamship Company and the 
plan provides that citrus growers of 
Southern California should enter into 
contracts to ship 2,000,000 boxes or 5000 
carloads annually. These shipments have 
been assured, it is stated, and the pledg- 
ing of the finances followed. 


BIG FEE-COOLING PLANT. 


The $2,000,000 pledged will be used 


for the ertcion of the pre-cooling plant 
and dockage facilities at Los Angeles 
harbor, trucking equipment, chartering 
of the six ships from the government, 
and the securing of adequate docking 
and storage facilities in Boston, Phila- 
delphia and New York. 


The members of the water transporta- 


tion committee, who are expected to be 
the executive officers of the company, 
are: 
Chairman Whiteomb, A. E. Ben- 


nett and R. H. Wilkinson. 


Mr. Whiteomb stated that he had 


figured the fruit could be taken from 
the packing-houses in Southern Califor- 
nia to the ships and then unloaded in 
warehouses on the Atlantic seaboard for 
about $1 per hundredweight. The pres- 
ent rail rate for the same service .is 
$1.75. 


"Our 
plan," said Mr. Whiteomb, 


"provides that the Producers' Steam- 
ship Company shall render exactly the 
same service to shippers that the rail- 
ways now furnish. The steamship com- 
pany will send its trucks to take uud 
receipt for the fruit at the door of the 
packing-house, transport it 
to 
San 


Pedro, place it in a pre-cooling plant at 
the dock and hold it in cool storage 
aboard ship until-unloaded at the east- 
ern market. 


"The prec-ooling plant at San Pedro 


will have a capacity for about 200 
cars," he continued, "and every mod- 
ern mechanical dovico for handling the

Warn Holly Pickers^ 


of New Restriction 


Subscribe for the Argus now.

All who may be contemplating th 


gathering of holly this year are warne 
that there are new restrictions concern 
ing the manner in which it may b 
gathered, as contained in a statemcn 
by County Forester Flintham, issue 
this week. 


The last legislature threw safeguard 


around what is known as the toyon or 
Christmas berry. It must not be picked 
on public lands excepting under certain 
conditions, and the taking of holly on 
private lands is also under severe re- 
striction. 


Holly may not be sold or offered for 


sale unless dealers are able to show 
that their supply was legally obtained 
! by having in their possession consent 
in writing from owners of the laflds 
from which they secured it. 
The law 


is aimed to restrain and prevent indis- 
criminate gathering of holly and mutil- 
ation of the trees, which has so severely 
injured the natural growth in the hills 
in previous years. The provisions re- 
garding selling of holly will materially 
affect the supply on the market because 
dealers will need to ascertain carefully 
the source of their supply and protect 
thomslves by obtaining consent from 
owners of the land from which it was 
secure-i. 
This will apply not ouly to local, Los 


Angeles county holly, but to supplies 


j obtained from any part of this state.
